blocks made by her. Harrow has worn 
straw hats for many a long day, but. it 
has always been thought that the present 
two-inch crown and three-inch brim date 
from 1860. A discovery of an old account 
book shows. under the date of 22nd April, 
1846, that twelve of these straw hats were 
made for the school at four shillings 
apiece, so that the present shape is over 
eighty years old. The extraordinary shape, 
it need hardly be explained. was adopted 
to make the hats distinctive. 


Wayside Relics of Royalty. 


Of late the clear, dry nights tempt the 
sedentary to seek air and exercise in a 
brisk country If you should 


walk, 
approach Artane from the city, a by-road 
to the left—the Kilmore road—wil! reveal 
a startling sight. You pace the deserted 
road for, perhaps, a hundred yards when, 
to your dismay, you perceive two ghostly 
figures staring at you. With widening 
eyes and prickling skin, you approach 
them—a man and woman erect and 
silent. They stare at you and past you 
as they have watched the wayfarer for 
half a century. For, in the light of day, 
they prove to be very lifelike stone 
statues of the late Queen Victoria and the 
Prince Consort. Their position by the 
roadside is neither dignified nor 
reassuring to the stranger. Originally 
the property of the late Lord lveagh, 
before he vacated the estate now occupied 
by the Beaumont Convalescent Home close 
by, they passed with the disposal of the 
mansion into the possession of a local 
resident, long deceased, and thence, with 
their site, into other hands. Except for 
rome missing digits from the hands, the 
features and costumes of the ficures are 
complete and scarcely tarnished, and a 
good cleaning would restore them. They 
merit a better home. 


A Novel Glass. 


£. friend of mine who had spent a long 
day shooting over bogs was overtaken by 
a peculiarly heavy rainfall, and sought 
refuge in a cabin not far from whore he 
was. Arrived there he found that is was 
a kind of outhouse used by the people 
thereabouts, who wanted temporary rest or 
shelter in the mountain, and that there 
was a man already in occupation.

** Safety First.” 


Evidently the ‘‘ Safety First” ideas 
and rules are being inculeated in some of 
our schools. Yesterday I saw what 
appeared to be a squad of girls from one 
of our boarding schools walking in twos 
under the conimand of a teacher. When 
they had occasion to cross the street the 
entire squad ‘‘faced front ” with military 
trecision. Eves went ‘“left.’’ and thon 
eyes went “ right,” and only when the 
entire ritual had been gone through was 
the command given to step from the kerb- 
ing. The squad marched across the road- 
way like a well-drilled company of 
soldiers, and when it had reached the 
opposite pathavay in safety a “ left turn ” 
brought the whole line hack into twos once 
more. Dublin would be unknowable if 
all its citizens were suddenly to bean 
to behave like this, but traffic would 
henefit. 


Architects of the Church. 


The last davs of this month are 
interesting to those to whom the fabric 
of churches is dear. The 24th 1s given 
to Ethelbert. who. under the gentle 
tutelace of his wife, Bertha. welcomed 
Augustine to Kent. and became the 
legendary ander of the cathedrals of 
Canterbury. Rochester, and St. Paul's. 
The following day is the anniversary of 
the death of Sir Christopher Wren, to 
whose lot it fell to design the resent 
Panl’-. under the dome ~f vhich he rests 
with that noblest of architects’ epitaphs— 
Si monumentum requir’. ctreumazice 
Wren was foiled in his grand design for 
the ureater London that he wished to 
rear upon the . hes of the old, as, indeed. 
seems to be the lot of meet town-rlanners 
who have imagination. The London that 
did arise was nevertheless beautified Sv 
many works of his planning—the fifte 
churches of Oneen Ann», the Greenwich 
Hospital, the Chelsea Hospital, and the 
Monument. Elsewhere his handicraft 
lives in the Sheldonian Theatre in 
Oxford, and at Cambridge in the Tri..ity 
Library and Emmannel College. The 
names of architects have a way of 
escaping the memory; but I doubt if 
there is an M“nglish-speaking child of 
twelve upwards who does not remember 
Wren and honour him for the sake of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, though he may never | 
have seen it. |

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| Dubtin Fifty Years Ago. 


The problem of unemployment is by no 
means new, as is sometimes suggested to- 
day, and I am reminded of this by read- 
ing in a newspaper file of exactly fifty 
years ago of a great demonstration of un- 
employed men in Dublin, held at Harold’s 
Cross Green. | 

The meeting was timed for mudday, 
Early in the morning over a thonsand 
men had gathered, and by noon the crowd 
was estimated at over four thousand, with 
a strong force of police in attendance in 
case of emergency. 

A black flag was hoisted on the table of 
the chairman, and the meeting was 
harangued by Mr. John Murphy, who 
addressed the crowd as ‘* Fellow slaves.’’ 
He made many strong remarks against the 
“opulent class,” and he stated that if a 
similar condition of affairs had existed in 
England; there would soon be a revolu- 
tion. 

He made an appeal to the civic 
authorities to provide work for the un- 
employed, and after his address a pro- 
cession was formed, and, headed by the 
black flag, and a pole surmounted by a 
loaf, made its way to put their demands 
before the Lord Mayor. 

The Lord Mayor was absent at the time, 
but, on being notified; he came and 
received a deputation, and announced the 
steps that were being taken to cope with 
the serious situation.

A Bogus Spa. 


My recent reference to the Phonix Spa 
reminds me that in the closing years of 
the eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, when medicinal spas 
were so inuch in vogue, numbers of these 
society resorts roso up at various times 
around Dublin. Templeogue, Lucan. 
Kelly’s Glen—thése,. in turn, had the 
favour of the town at one time or another ; 
there Was even a spa as far away as 
Tralee. The story is told that in 1819 an 
enterprising Frenchman named Duval 
cpened Clonturk House and its grounds as 
a kind of Drumcondra Vauxhall _instal- 
ling hobby-horses and swings, and giving 
displays of fireworks, rockets and fire- 
balloons. While he was getting the place 
ready he came upon a mineral well 
chocked up with rubbish, and, with 
visions of a popular spa rising up before 
him, he had a sample of ita water tested. 
It was found to possess decided chaly- 
beate qualities, and so, preparatory . to 
opening it as a spa, Duval got the spring 
cleared of the broken pots and pans ‘and 
the tin kettles and bits of old scrap iron 
which had been thrown into it from time 
to time. Immediately he did that, 
however, the water at cence lost its 
ferruginous qualities; but Duval was a 
keen business man, and was not going 10 
be deprived of his fortune like that. He 
hastily put back all the old pots and 
kettles again. added a carefully-selected 
assortment of chemicals. and opened his 
spa. In a short time the well had 
achieved a widespread reputation. and 
Duval made a great deal more money ut 
of the medicinal spring which he dis- 
covered than out of all his swings and fire. 
works. 


Drumcondra. & 


Some fifteen to thirty ycars before 
Duval's time, by the way, Drumcondra 
was a very fashionable residential diatrict, 
and the resort of all the dandies and fine 
ladies of the town. Numerous tea- 
vardens (the term “ tea-carden’”’ is still 
to be seen around Lucan, at any rate, if 
not around Drumcondra) and tea-honses 
sprang up to accommodate the beaux and 
belles, but. alas! the place gradually came 
to be frequented by quite a diffarent class 
from that for which it was intended 
Scenes of rowdyism and drunkenness 
became so frequent that the tea-gardens, 
from which a glory had departed, had, in 
1806, to be closed. In a poem composed 
in that year, one, Thomas: Dermody, says : 
"“ Rut, ah! my dearest, let not. gypsies lead 

Thy vacrant wand’ring to the rural mead, 


Let dire Drumecondra a’er wnheeded lie 
Though teapots, cups and sancers court the eye.” 
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A great play may be iled by bad or 
be masqueraded as great by fine acting. Last 
night at the Gaiety Theatre a great play 
was’ finely acted, and a very enthusiastic 
audience demonstrated its .appreciation by 
calling the entire cast before the curtain at 
lesat half-a-dozen times at the end. Dublin 
may be nearly the last of the capital cities 
of Europe to see Mr: Sheriff's play, but 
last night’s audience makes certain that 
Dublin audiences will not be the least ap- 
preciative of its merits. 

One of the most potent lines of attack 
upon the war books, which are so popular at 
the moment, is that they fail to’ show the 
heroism or the brotherhood of the war, while 
emphasising all the filth and bloody carnage. 


STRENGTH AND MYSTERY. 

In ‘‘ Journey’s End ” all the magnificence 
of humanity is as splendidly displayed as 
is the ‘‘damned silliness of it all.” The 
boy Raleigh, fresh from school to a first line 
trench, has his hero in his school chum, 
Stanhope; Stanhope has his idol in Usborne ; 
and the company ‘‘loves Stanhope.” Here 
is a human trait emphasised amidst such 
scenes of horror as the world never wit- 
nessed before; here is displayed that Peter 
Pan Englishman whom the world never can 
understand, because he will never consent to 
explain. One who played ‘‘ Rugger ' for 
England, or is captain of his school at 
cricket, is such a leader as youth will 
follow and die for with gratitude; and in 
that very fact is much of the strength and 
the mystery of England. 

In this play, also, is all that futility, 
beastliness, and waste of war which will make 
it one of the greatest pieces of peace pro- 
paganda yet written. It is a mistake, how- 
ever, to regard it primarily as having bee: 
written to prevent future wars; no such 
intention could have been in Mr. Sherriff’s 
mind when he set out to write a play on tlie 
war that he had known. If he shows the 
worst of man in the snivelling Hibbert. he 
shows also the best in Stanhope, Raleich, 
Osborne and Mason. Here are men ‘ho are 
afraid, but they keep to their awful job he- 
cause that is ' the only thing that Je+ont. 
men can do.” 

SPIRIT THAT “WON THE WAR. 

That is the spirit that makes “ Journey's 
End “ true and great. ese men are heroic 
because they are unaware that there is ary 
other decent course open to them—so they 
keep on in face of stupid leadership and a 
known futility.. ‘‘ But the brigadier will be 
pleased !”’ 

It is easy to understand why this play 
is the most popular of our time. It is an 
exact representation of war conditions, en- 
abling men who have suffered much from the 
peace to make those who suffered little or 
nothing of war to realise what heroic stature 
means in this 20th century. The genius of 
this play is that it does bring that realisation, 
eleven years too late, perhaps. It is n play 
that must be seen, because it is at tl.c same 
time the greatest, the most sincere, an the 
most popular play of its time. 

Of the acting last night, it is sufficient to 
say that every one of the cast gave of his 
best, and that one of the most thrilling even- 
ings spent at a theatre for many years awaits 
the visitor to the Gaiety Theatre this week. 
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MUSICAL RECITALS 
AT BALLSBRIDGE. 


MONS. JEAN DU 
CHASTAIN. 


Mons. Jean du Chastain did his best 
yesterday to make us regret his decision to 
relinquish his appointment here when the 
experimental year closed. At all events, he 
did. not spare himself when he chose the 
music for the two recitals which he gave for 
the Royal Dublin Society as the winding-up 
of his Dublin engagements. The two sonatas 
selected for performance—Beethoven’s Opus 
110 in the afternoon and Liszt’s B Minor at 
the evening recital—are the ' biggest and 
most exacting works that have been written 
in this particular form. Beethoven's Opus 
110, which, it will be remembered, is the 
sonata played by Paderewski on his last visit 
to Dublin, requires in its interpretation an 
understanding born of. experienced and 
authoritative musicianship, as well as the 
skill to make the notes yield the composer's 
message, 

Liszt's music in the great sonata dedicated 
to Robert Schumann has not that air of 
heavy significance. breathed in Beethoven’s 
tones; but it fills brilliantly the mighty 
design drawn by the composer for himself. 
The mastery of the Liszt sonata for per- 
formance must be a task heavier than the 
mastery of any of the concertos for piano- 
forte; jor in» a work of concerto size the 
responsibility for’ maintaining interest and 
power rests. in the sonata, on the pianist 
alone. Last night Mons. du Chastain gave 
a performan:e impressive by its sustained 
power and brilliance. At times he seemed 
to be reaching that orchestral volume and 
richness of tone which the composer seemed 
to need for emphasis of all he had to say 
about the more grandiose of his themes. 
Transitions from that degree of tone to the 
most delicate touches of ornamentation were 
made with admirable certainty and skill by 
the pianist. Such a performance deserved 
for Mons. du Chastain a place in our esteem 
among the company of the most eminent 
pianists who have played for the Royal 
Dublin Society. He could have offered no 
sterner proof of his pianistic skill or of his 
yr to bandje large themes in masterly 
style. 

Another big Liszt work was in the evening

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE spirit of independence can never he 
wholly suppressed, and people up 
here are interested in seeing it begin 
to assert itself gradually in the Northern 
: Until recently the 
Unionist members responded to the call 
of the Chief Whip without question, no 
matter whether or not they agreed with 
the orders given. Then came the revolt 
of the back-benchers’ last session, when 
Major McCormick led: the opposition 
against an important Government 
measure. ; 
Last week Colonel Gordon expressed lis 
disapproval of the proposal to increase the 
salaries of the permanent Secretaries of 
Ministries, who are already enjoying 
£1,500 or £1,750 a year, and in his protest 
he has the sympathy of almost every 
member of the House, although it may 
not be reflected in the division Lobby, 
should the question be put to the test. 
In such cases the expression of individual 
opinion, if it is opposed to the Govern- 
nent, is futile, and is simply beating the 
air, 
Another member has just said what he 
thinks about these profitless exhibitions of 
eratory. Major Hall-Thompson, High 
Sheriff of Belfast. who entered Parlia- 
ment at the last elections, in addressing a 
meeting of the Duncairn and _ Clifton 
Unionists, said that he honestly felt that 
when he went to tlie Northern House of 
Commons he was wasting his time. They 
had to sit there and pretty well agree 
with everything that was said, or get up 
and criticise and then vote with the 
Government. ‘‘ If I am opposed to any- 
thing,” declared. Major Hall-Thompson. 
‘then I want to talk against it, and I 
also want to vote against it.”’ 


POTATO PROBLEMS. 


Reference was made in this column last 
week to the complaint of several Newry 
merchants regarding the regulations of the 
Ministry of Agriculture for the ex- 
port of potatoes. It was. stated that, 
owing to impossible conditions, five whole- 
sale firms had ceased to purchase supplies 
for shipment, and the Ministry's in- 
spectors were blamed for refusing to 
inspect the potatoes in the stores instead 
of at the ship’s side, where rejection 
meant needless fae in carting. This pro- 
test appeared to be reasonable enough, 
and the hope was expressed here that 
Sir Edward Archdale, the responsible 
Minister, would intervene and set the 
matter right. 

Sir Edward has done so, and his ex- 
planation is interesting. He says that the 
Ministry, in order to satisfy the merchants, 
had arranged to inspect the potatoes in 
the stores, but it was found that “ when 
the ship was being loaded, instead of 
beinz loaded absolutely and solely with 
otatoes from the. stores, an odd. lorry 
load and an odd cart load which were never 
inspected by anyone and were not graded 
as they should have been graded, were run 
down and put into the ship.”’ 

That, said Sir Edward, was the reason 
for transferring the inspection from the 
stores to the steamer, as inferior consign- 
ments would spoil the market in England 
for Ulster potatoes, and he would not 
permit anything of the sort. The Newry 
merchants would be stopped until they 
changed their habits, declared the 
Minister. The answer to Sir Edward’s 
counter-charge is awaited with a good deal 
of curiosity. ) 


“NUMBER EN AGED.” 


The capital city of the North does not 
seem to be worthy of consideration by 
Mayor Walker of New York, who some 
time ago promised to exchange greetings 
with the Lord Mayor of Belfast over the 
newly-established telephone service between 
Ireland and the United States. It is said 
that Mayor Walker is noted for his 
absent-mindedness, and it is stated that 
even in the Free State, when he honoured 
the South with a visit, he kept a special 
train waiting for seyeral hours, with the 
result that it had to be cancelled and a 
proposed trip abandoned. That, however, 
was capable of explanation.

He inspected 
the fence some time afterwards and saw a 
broken root wn it, He presumed that one 
of the mare’s fore-feet had canght on this 
root. 

Mr, P. Power, Loftus Hall, Fethard, gave 
corroborative evidence, 

)v M. K. O’Brien, resident surgeon, 
Wexford County Hospital, said that, in his 
opinion, death was due to cardiac and 
respiratory failure. caused by fracture of the 
base of the skull and haemorrhage.

CORONER'S TRIBUTE.

Since she and Major Lakin had 
hunted with the Wexford Hounds, all who had 
come in contact with them had nothing but 
the very best words to say about both of 
them, 

Mrs. Lakin was a fine sportswoman and one 
of the most fearless i that had ever 
followed hounds. She and her hushand were 
beloved by all, not only in sporting circles, 
but with every section of the community. 
The heart-felt sympathy of every member of 
the community would go out to Major Lakin 
and his two boys, and also to Lady Maurice 
FitzGerald, Mrs. Lakin’s mother, and to other 
members of the family. 

Concluding, Mr. O'Connor said that he had 
been requested to pay a just tribute to the 
staff of the County Hospital for their magnifi- 
cent services.

STATE CONTROL. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington said that they had 
stil] good reason¥for the attitude of profound 
criticism of State control. She did not see 
any sign of any change, and they were now 
having more and more of what used to be 
called ‘‘ grand-motherly’’ legislation, and 
what she would call ‘‘ grand-fatherly '' legis- 
lation, which was a lot worse.

LETTER FROM DR. LUCE, Ff.,T.C.D. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—On intellectual grounds (inter alia) 

I am convinced of the existence of the moral 

law. The moral law is the assumption of 

It is the 

background of every act of the legislature, 

It is the balance in which legal enactments 

and political institutions are weighed. Con- 

formity to the moial law exalts tho. nation 
and makes brief man greater than himself. 

Conscious departure from it 1s moral suicide. 

To use the theological concept of sin may 

confuse the issue. Gambling is first, I think, 

a moral problem, and the terms.“ right and 

wrong” mean here moral “right ‘and 

wrong.” When the believer in the jnoral 
law tries sincerely to merge his’ private 
judgment in the moral law and reviews 
gambling ‘per se, the verdict cannot be in 
doubt. Things are what they are. Intention, 
motive, consequences, ure here secondary 
considerations, The moral Jaw pronounces on 
the thing done. Is gambling wrong? Is 
theft wrong’ ‘The questions are different, 

The same uncompromising answer comes to 

both. No sophistry can whittle down the 

meaning of the word ‘* gambling.”’ 

There may arise difficulties in practice as 
to whether this or that is gambling. “he 
strongest case for latitude consists in saying; 
** That is-only play, not the real thing, That 
Is a game, not a gamble.”” But once you 
set out to legislate you are taking it 
seriously. You are legislating about the real 
thing (vetita legibus alea), The sweepstake 
is one of the most demoralising, because most 
insidious, forms of gambling. The use of 
it alike for religious objects and for charitable 
objects is, I submit, indefensible. This is a 
bill to legalise a breach of the moral lew. 
The report of the second reading debate made 
sad reading. ‘The redeeming feature for some 
readers was the fact that when other voters 
were on “ moral holiday,’’ the President and 
the Minister for Justice gave votes representa- 
tive of the moral common-sense of the 
community.—Yours, ete,, A. A, Luce.

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FREE STATE EGGS. 

TO THE EDIPOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Your correspondent may well refer 
to the low price of Free State eggs in the 
English market, The principal reason is 
that they have to be stamped as foreign, 
whereas Northern Irish and English are not 
stamped, and get the preference from the 
British consumer. ‘The obligation to stamp 
foreign eggs exported to England Is creating 
a new situation for two reasons. It is stumu 
lating the consumption of British-produced 
eggs, which can now be identified; and it is 
acting as a deterrent to the trade in foreign 
eggs owing to the trouble and expense 
entailed on foreign countries by the stamping 
of eggs exported to England. This is proved 
by the large decrease in the export of foreign 
eggs to England last year, in the aggregate 
of which the Free State participated, witn a 
decrease of 3,1 per cent. 

Free State eggs are now about 4s. per 
hundred below Northern Irish, and 6s. below 


English, and are iower than they have been 
since the War at this time of tne year, It 
does not seem that any improvement can be 
looked for unless Free State eigs can be 
exported unstamped, and this couid probably 
be arranged for easily by diplomati¢ action, 
which is, already long overdue. Ia it written 
in the law-beook of the Medes and Persiaas 
that Free State eggs belong to some seini- 
foreign category, and must be stamped “until

THE DECREASE OF GOLD- 
FINCHES, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Jt is singular with what frequency 
the ery is repeated that the blame for the 
decrease uf goldfinches in Ireland rests on 
the Free State Minister for Agriculture, who, 
we are told, compels the farmers to cut down 
the thistles on which this pretty bird feeds. 
In the recent debate on the second reading 
vf the Wild Birds Protection. Bill I see that 
this doctrine found an enunciator in Mr, E. 
Doyle, T.D. It és possible that Mr. Doyle, 
as a Carlow man, sees the Weeds Act in 
force and the thistles kept down in his own 
neighbeurhood; but he must, [ think, be 
aware that this is far from being the case 
throughout Ireland generally, and that in the 
county bordering on his own (County Wex- 
ford) the’ County Council blankly refuses to 
put the Act in force. Quite lately Í saw in 
your paper that the refusal had been repeated 
as bluntly as ever. So far as abundance of 
thistles go, there is nothing to prevent County 
Weatord from being absolutely over-run with 
goldfinches; but, though these birds were, 
within my memory, very common in that 
county, complaints are now universal that 
there, as in many parts of Ireland, they: have 
become so scarce as to be scemingly on the 
verge of extinction, 

Kvidently the Weeds Act has nothing to 
say to the case. The cause of the decrease is, 
without doubt, the wholesale bird-trappin 
that goes on wherever the law allows it. i 
ain not speaking of such trapping of gold- 
finches as is carried on for the sake of keep- 
ing or selling the birds as cage-birds In our 
own country. That has always gone on, but 
never on such a scale as could threaten to 
clear the country of goldfinches, except in the 
neighbourhood of the larger towns. The evil 
that has grown up of late years is the export 
trade to England, which has sprung up to 
meet the unlimited demands of the English 
dealers, since the bird-protecting laws now in 
force in most parts of England have wiadse it 
unpossible for them to supply their customers 
with English-taken finches. Thus the demand 


for Ivish-taken birds—and the more. the 
better—seems bound to go on without restric- 
tion till Ireland's fields are completely bare 
of these beautiful little “ Harry Red-caps,”’ 
while the fields of England, continue to rejoice 
in their charming presence. 

Well may Irishmen ask—and I have heard 
Englishmen ask it, too—is it a fair thing, 
goldfinch-catching being illegal in almost 
every part of England, that England should 
be allowed to thin down the numbers of this 
useful and beautiful bird in Ireland? Surely, 
if any form of bird “protection is desirable 
from the point of view of adding to the 
«ttractiveness of our country, the stoppage of 
this export trade—whether: through Dublin 
or Belfast—is a most necessary part of it.—

SCHEME TO CENTRALISE

MICHAEL D, CORRIGAN 
AGAIN, REMANDED, 


The story for the prosecution was. outlined 
at Marlborough street Court, London, yester- 
day, when Michael Dennis Corrigan was 
again remanded on charges of fraud totalling 
over £30,000, 

it was alleged that he had posed ag the 
head of an oil *‘ combine,” and reference was 
made to hotel incidents and a dance given 
at an hotel for a widow’s daughter “who had 
become engaged to Cage ow 

The charges against Corrigan, who is de- 
scribed as an engineer, with an address in 
Mount street, are of obtaining by false pre- 
tences £4,900 from Derrick Dakeyne Cannon 
between May 2, 1928, and July 30, 1928; 
obtaining a banker's cheque and money 
totalling £10,700 from Mary Louisa Harrold 
between October 1, 1927, and June 30, 1928, 
and spe § bankers’ cheques and mone 
totalling £18,520 from Thomas Oswald Noa 
between January 1, 1928, and March 30, 1929. 

Corrigan, who was arrested in Paris and 
brought to London a week ago, denies the 
charges. 

PROSECUTOR'S STATEMENT. 

_Mr. E. Clayton, prosecuting, said that Mr. 
Cannon got to know Corrigan at a party at 
an hotel in 1928. He was introduced by a 
Miss Harrold, and was under the impression 
that she and Corrigan were married. Corri- 
gan said some time in the middle of May 
that he was holding a very important post 
with the Standard Oj] Company of America, 
and that he held similar posts in the Vacuum 
Oil Company and the Anglo-American Oil 
Company in England. He said that he had 
been eritrusted by the American group to 
form a ‘* combine’’ known as the Associated 
American Group, and Mr. Cannon was shown 
a card on which Corrigan was described as 
the president of the group. 

_ FOUR £1,000 BANK NOTES. 

Corrigan claimed that he was in a position 
to buy shares at an advantage to Mr. 
Cannon, and Mr, Cannon, believing those 
Statements, on May 3 handed to him first 
the sum of £500 in Bank of England notes 
for the purpose of investment in these 
various companies. Qn May 14 Mr. Cannon 
gave Corrigan £4,000 in four £1,000 Bank 
ot England potes, and in the same year 
another sum of £3500. Later Mr. Cannon 
paid another £100. 

“I shall be able to prove that Corrigan 
had no connection with any of these three 
companies, and | shall be able to prove to 
you where the bulk ot the money went,’’ 
added Mr. Clayton. ‘One of the £1,000 
notes was immediately used by Corrigan to 
open an account with the National Pro- 
vincial Bank, and two others were cashed 
with a paper merchant named Shaw, while 
the other was paid to a man named ‘l'om, 
also a paper merchant, who had been press;- 
ing Corrigan for money. No shares had ever 
been bought with the money, and Mr. 
Cannon had only received £100 back.’’ 

THE WIDOW'S CASE, 

Dealing with the Harrold case, Mr. 
Clayton said that Mrs. Harrold was the 
mother of Miss Harrold. in October, 1927, 
at Corrigan’s invitation, Mrs. Harrold 
attended a dance at an hotel, and she was 
there introduced by her daughter’ to 
Corrigan. The reason for the dance was that 
Miss Harrold hod just become engaged to 
Corrigan. Mrs. Harrold asked Corrigan his 
position in life, and his reply was that he 
was the President of the Standard Ou 
Company, with a salary of £5,000 to £6,000 
a year. He told: her that now would 
be a good opportunity to invest money. 
Mrs. Harrold was a widow, and she had 
at that time some money well invested, but 
Corrigan rather laughed at the idea of her 
receiving a dividend of 5 per cent. In 
December, 1927, she parted with £800 for 
the purpose of investing in the Standard Oil

INDUSTRY”) 

DMI at. a luncheon at the Birmingham 

Section of thé British Industries Fair yester- 

day, Mr. J. H. Thomas referred to his scoil 

speech at Manchester on the question o 


banking and industry, and said —" I want 
ta make it perfectly clear that I never in- 


tended. then, and do not advocate to-day, any. 
interference with industry by the banks of 


this country, The banks of the country by 
their functions, their composition and their 
duty to their own clients are not fitted: to 
interfere with or to attempt to manage in- 
dustry. 
it, and they are much too wise to attempt it. 

' My complaint against the banks mn the 
past. is not that they have not helped in. 
dustry. I beheve they have helped industry, 
where it would have been much better if they 
had left it alone. Expérience is proving to- 
day that there is no greater mistake than to 
attempt by any means, financial or other, to 
bolster up inefficiency.”’ 

COUNTRY’S FUTURE DESTINY. 

Mr. Thomas added that he «wanted the 
country, instead of always magnifying difli- 
culties and advertising to the world the 
differences that existed, to show clearly to 
the world that they were not down and out, 
and did not intend to be. 

For a Government to ignore the facts that 
taxation and any burden on industry must 
further handicap those who were already 
competing in difficult circumstances, “would 
be false to any true recognition of the facts. 
‘ In the Government’s name I say to you, 
that whatever abuse may be showered upon 
us, or however jnconsistent it may appear 
fyom the point of view of mere party politics, 
we have got to keep in mind that the future 
destiny of this country and the Empire is 
iar more important than the political fortunes 
of any individual or any party.” 


AN EMBARRASSING

An unexpected interview between Prince

Prince Pierre paid a visit to a villa at 
Cap Martin, where his little daughter, 
Antoinette, +s staying The Prince 
recently gave both Princess Antoinette and 
Prince Ranier into the custody of the 
Duchess de Vendome. 

Shortly afterwards the Princess 
Charlotte arrived, having come from 
Ospedaletti, across the Italian frontier, to 
see her daughter. ‘The estrangeu parents 
were thus brought face to face, but no 
trustworthy report of their meeting has 
been received. ; 

PRINCE LOUIS’S SUBJECTS. 

Meanwhile, as there was a rumour 
abroad that the reigning Prince. Louis, in- 
tended to postpone the forthcoming elec- 
tions until May, a deputation ot fourteen 
Monegasaues, not representing any public 
body, called at the Royal Palace to hand 
to him a petition. The Prince was unabie 
to see them, being then at Cap Martin, 

It is believed that the Prince will mect 
the deputation this evening, and that they 
will then appeal to Prince Louis, either to 
fulfil his promise of holding the elections 
in March or to abdicate.

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BRITISH ASSOCIATION 
SUMMONED. 


The British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science was stmmofied at Bromley 
yesterday jor the non-payment of rates on 
Downe House. Charles Darwin's old home at 
Downe, Kent. 

Mr. Weller, who appeared for the Bromley 
Rural Council, said that points of law were 
involved, and counsel had been instructed 
ón both sides.

Downe House was presented to the British 
Association by Mr. Buckston Browne as a 
national memorial to the great naturalist, 
and was opened last June by Sir “rthue 
Keith. The house is now in almost the same 
condition as when Darwin lived in it, and 
contains .many interesting relics, . including 
Darwin's snuft-jat, and the grand piano on 
which Mrs. Darwin played. 

Mr. Buckstén Browne; a Wimpole street 
surgeon, aud son of the late Sir Henry 
Browne, added to his gift, £20,000 for the 
maintenance of the house and grounds. On 
the gate-post there is a slab of Cornish 
granite inscribed, “ Here Darwin thought 
and worked for forty years, and died 1882.”’

At a special meeting of the Beliast Cor- 
poration yesterday, Sir William Coates, Bart., 
Lord Mayor and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, presented the aunnal budget state- 
nent. The estimate for the comi ncial 
year amounted, he said, to 21,276,704, of 
which £342,313 would be met by Government 
grants apd payments by éiectricity, tramways 
and otner Corporation undertakings. This 
left the sum of £934,441 to be provided by a 
rate to be levied. The Finance Committee 
had recommended that this rate should be 
10s, 5d., a reduction of ld. in the &. 

Having” shown that the decrease was made 
up by reductions jn the demands of the Boards 
of Guardians and the Asylum Committee, in 
reductions in loan charges of the roads grant, 
by a surplus in aid of the tate from the 
Markets Committée, and from other sources, 
the Lord Mayor said that, in.erder to aid the 
encouragement of toutist traffic for Belfast and 
the North of Ireland, the Corporation was 
providing a sum of £750, as against £500, to 
be paid to the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association. He was glad to tell the Council 
that the estimates which they had dealt with 
included for the last time the charge for 
criminal injuries, amounting to £37,150, which 
they had had to provide for several years 
past, He thought that the ratepayers had 
reason to be satisfied with the present posi- 
tion. They had had decreases each year for 
the last four years, making in all a reduction 
of 1s. in the.£ since the estimates for 1927- 
28, and with the cost of criminal injuries no 
longer being a charge on thevrates the future 
outlook gave reason for satisfaction. 

The Lord Mayor then formally moved the 
adoption of the estimates and the rate deter- 
mined upon.

There will be an air port at Hull 
as am intermediate station, where a British 
Customs oflice will be established.
